Farmers are getting even less today 


WASHINGTON (AP> - De­ 
spite a 15 per cent increase in 
retail food prices during the 
last year, the price farmers re­ 
ceive for their products has 
fallen 4 per cent in the same 
period 
The Agriculture Department 
announced Tuesday a 3 per 
cent drop in farm prices from 
Nov. 15 to Dec. 15. Meanwhile, 
prices farmers pay to meet ex­ 
penses rose one-half of 1 per 
cent from Nov. 15 and aver­ 
aged 16 per cent above Dec. 15, 
1973. 
The Dec. 15 farm price index 
for all commodities averaged 


177 per cent of its 1967 base, 
compared with 182 in Novem­ 
ber and 185 in December 1973 
Department officials say mid­ 
dlemen expenses such as trans­ 
portation. labor and processing 
have accounted for at least 80 
per cent of the retail grocery 
price increase. 
Middlemen expenses are ex­ 
pected to add further to the 
food price spiral in 1975. The 
department 
says 
consumers 
can expect food costs to contin­ 
ue to rise at the 15 per cent 
annual rate at least through 
next summer. 
Although official government 


retail food price figures for De­ 
cember will not be ready until 
late January, the department s 
report Tuesday indicated those

Reader has rock on belly 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Am I 
hurting myself by placing a flat 
rock 
(20 
pounds) 
on 
my 
stomach? I usually lie flat on 
the floor, place the rock on my 
stomach and concentrate on 
flexing my stomach muscles. 
It's very difficult for me to 
lose 
my 
flabby 
stomach. 
Swimming, bicycle riding or 
exercising all summer did not 
even phase the fat bulge. 
I ’m 47, female and weigh 150 
pounds. I ’m 67 inches tall. I was 
warned by a friend that a heavy 
object 
on the stomach is 
unhealthy. I disagree. 


Dear Reader — Whether a 
heavy object on the stomach is 
dangerous or not depends on 
• what it is. If you are not careful 
you will win the weight-lifting 
contest for the stomach muscle 
division. 
Whenever 
you 
want 
to 
strengthen a muscle you should 
do exercises that contract that 
muscle. You do exercises that 
bend the elbow to strengthen 
the biceps. By using a weight 
while bending the elbow and 
contracting 
the 
biceps 
you 
progessively 
strengthen 
and 
enlarge the biceps muscle. 
The main stomach muscles 
are attached at the lower part of 
your ribs and to the ligaments 
and bones of the pelvis. When 
you do a sit-up these muscles 
a re 
c o n t r a c t e d 
and 
strengthened. Ordinary sit-ups 
affect the upper muscles most 
and lying on your back while 
lifting your feet off the floor 
with the knees straight helps 
strengthen the lower muscles. 
So sit-ups and leg lifts or those 
exercises that are modifications 
of these basic exercises are the 
ones that help to tighten up the 
abdomen. 
Voluntarily contracting and 
relaxing the abdominal muscles 
helps, too, whether you are 
lying down, sitting or standing. 
Literally 
sucking 
in 
that 
abdofnen as much as you can 
and holding this position five to 
15 seconds, resting, and then 
repeating the maneuver for 
regular exercise periods daily 
does help some. 
Your problem is not unusual. 
You simply cannot get rid of a 
fat abdomen without getting rid 
of fat. A person with poor 
muscle tone and a sagging pot 
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can improve the shape of the 
abdomen with exercise, but if 
you 
have 
fat 
inside 
the 
abdominal cavity and under the 
skin, the only thing that works 
is eliminating the fat 
This 
usually requires a change in 
diet, combined with an exercise 
program There is no way you 
can compress a pound of lard 
and make it smaller The same 
is true of body fat 


Now that rock on the stomach 
may not cause you any trouble, 
but I ’m not wild about the idea 
People who have a 
hernia 
through 
the 
diaphragm 
shouldn’t do this because the 
increased pressure would help 
force the stomach through the 
hole in the diaphragm Obesity 
contributes to this type of 
hernia, and it is quite common 
in middle-aged or older people 
Pregnancy causes a temporary 
hernia of this sort in over ha if 
of pregnant women. If you have 
no tendency toward a hiatal 
hernia 
and 
have 
had 
no 
difficulty with the rock. I doubt 


it will harm you. but don't 
expect too much from it You 
can get much better results if 
you can lose excess body fat 
with a good dietary program 
That doesn’t mean one of the 
fad or crash diet efforts, either.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fo r each o f the 
fo ur defendants co nv icted in the Watergate 
co v er-up trial, there were members o f the 
jury who initially planned to v o te fo r 
acquittal, but changed their minds during 
ho urs o f deliberatio n. 


“ We weren’t in co mplete agreement o n 
any o f them right o ff the bat, ” a member o f 
the panel said a few ho urs after v erdicts 
were returned o n the fiv e defendants. 


“ So me o f the juro rs had reserv atio ns o n 
all o f them. They didn’t want to co nv ict all 
o f them,” the juro r said. 


“ They didn’t want to say they ’re all 
guilty and let it go at that.” 
The juro r asked to remain ano ny mo us. 
U.S. District J udge J o hn J . Sirica urged the 
jury members no t to talk abo ut the trial 
ev en with members o f their families. 
Despite effo rts to seal o ff the juro rs fro m 
Watergate 
news 
no t 
intro duced 
in 
ev idence, they were aware that fo rmer 
President Richard M. Nix o n suffered fro m 
a serio us phlebitis co nditio n during the 
trial. 
Witho ut say ing ho w o r in ho w much 
detail, the juro r ackno wledged learning o f 
Nix o n’s illness despite three mo nths o f se­ 
questratio n. 
Deputy U.S. marshals mo nito red the 
jury to disco urage any discussio n o f trial 
matters thro ugho ut the pro ceeding which 
began Oct. 1. 
The juro r said the panel co nsidered each 
defendant by talking info rmally aro und 
the o ak table in the middle o f the delib­ 
erating ro o m so each o f the nine wo men 
and three men co uld be heard. 
Altho ugh it became clear in discussio ns 
ho w each juro r was thinking o f v o ting, 
there were fo rmal v o tes taken o nly o nce 
fo r each o f the co unts lo dged against the 
defendants.

At the 
holiday season most of us are making larg e batches of turkey 
dressing and popcorn balls. Many of us do not own hug e pans 
such as needed to mix such larg e quantities. I do have a 
double sink so I wash it very well, rinse and then pour boiling 
water all around and in the sink to kill any g erms. It is then 
dried thoroug hly and buttered just as one would a pan 
Either dressing or popcorn balls are made in the sink. When 
all is finished 1 rinse the sink with cold water, fill it with hot 
water and let it stand for a few minutes. It cleans with a 
swish and no worry about not having a larg e pan that would 
present a storag e problem. This has worked for me for many 
years.

If they a re dra stica lly cut ha ck ev ery y ea r the result 
is fewer blo o ms. Old wo rno ut bra nches a re remo v ed in the 
spring a nd tha t is the o nly pruning usua lly required by less 
v ig o ro us pla nts. Perha ps so me who ha v e g rea t success with 
climbing ro ses will send us further a dv ice. — POLLY.

WASHINGTON — As we mov e into 197 5, 
national morale is shaky . 


Across the front pages march the grim 
phalanx es of inflation. rec*ession, scarcity , 
crime and corru ption with heav y tread. 


They hav e sent ou t stabs of fear that 
good times are forev er gone and ou r 
sy stem is cru mbling u nder the forces of 
disintegration. 


On 
newsstands, 
national 
magazines 
challenge 
passers-by 
with apocaly ptic 
cov ers: one depicts a well-to-do family 
sitting down to a Christmas dinner of 
empty plates; another tru mpets “The End 
of Afflu ence: The Last Christmas in 
America; ” a third cov er annou nces that we 
are “Coming Arou nd to Socialism." 


Eru dite pu ndits blithely tell u s that the 
edifice America has bu ilt is ju nk, now 
come tu mbling down abou t u s. 


Great difficu lties loom before u s in 197 5, 
no one can dou bt that. Bu t before writing 
off the fu tu re or ju mping into a briar patch 
of qu ack nostru ms, a little stock taking is in 
order. 


Remember the 1950s? That decade 
opened on a su rge of Korean war inflation, 
followed 
with 
three 
back-to-back 
recessions. 


Hanging ov er the chronically depressed 
economy were two spectres that promised 
u ntold trou ble. Remember: One was 
au tomation, which threatened to bring 
mass 
u nemploy ment 
by 
wiping 
ou t 
millions of traditional jobs; the other was 
the after-effect of the postwar baby boom. 


What wou ld happen, went the refrain, 
when 7 0 million kids pou red into the school 
sy stem and then the job market: The 
mathematical ex trapolations were ghastly . 
At the lev els of growth and capacity , which 
were then cu rrent, the incoming hordes 
wou ld be locked ou t, first withou t class­ 
rooms and teachers, then withou t jobs, 
hou ses, hospitals, highway s. 
To ward off a catastrophe that wou ld 
bring on a breakdown of society , we wou ld 
hav e to spend more, train more and 


constru ct more in two decades than in all 
the prev iou s y ears of ou r national life 
combined. Stagnant America lacked the 
will and the v ision, the critics said; it 
cou ldn’t be done. 


Well, we did it.- What we accomplished 
ju st y esterday is worth rev iewing. For if 
we grasp what we hav e done, then we 
shall gain a sense of what we can do. This 
may help u s meet the challenge of rev iv ing 
the economy and dev eloping new energy 
sou rces. 
Part of the story is chronicled in the 
book, “The Real America," by Ben 
Wattenberg, an au thor with a nose for 
doomsday cant and an u ncanny gift for 
making the cold statistics come to life. 
Other facts hav e been gathered by my staff 


Here’s 
the 
story , 
all 
carefu lly 
docu mented: 


Since 1959, we hav e made it possible 
for — hold y ou r hats — 74 million people to 
be enrolled in schools today . That’s one 
third of the nation! Nine million are in 
college, more than dou ble the I960 figu re 
From ou r poorest homes, earning from 
$3,000 to $5,000 a y ear. 21 per cent enter 
college. Of ou r college popu lation. 60 per 
cent are the children of parents who did 
not attend college. Thu s, while we went 
abou t ou r ordinary bu siness, we produ ced 
the greatest miracle of u pward mobility in 
hu man history . 


Since 1950, employ ment has ex panded 
fast enou gh to absorb almost all those 
postwar babies. Manu al labor and menial 
jobs declined. Bu t the ditch digger re- 
emerged as a bu lldozer operator and the 
maid as a bank teller. 


Since 1950. America has constru cted 
from scratch a su bu rbia that hou ses 35 
million people. In a twinkling, as it were, 
we erected the phy sical equ iv alent of a new 
nation, containing more hou ses, fu rnitu re, 
bathtu bs, 
v ehicles, 
stores, 
theaters, 
libraries, 
commu nications 
equ ipment, 
pav ed roads and pu blic serv ices than the 
efforts of centu ries hav e accu mu lated in 
su ch adv anced nations as France. Great 
Britain or Italy . Aesthetes may deride 
these lookalike homes on their qu arter 
\ 


acres, bu t they represent the best material 
liv ing conditions ev er created for working 
people any where. 


Since 1950, the median income of the 
American 
family 
has 
dou bled. 
With 
inflation taken into accou nt, av erage family 
income, measu red in constant 1972 dolíala, 
has risen from $4,500 to more than $11,000. 
Distress ov er inflation and fear of recession 
cau se u s to forget this gain. Bu t there it is. 
the greatest and broadest increase in well­ 
being ev er recorded. 


Since 1950. working conditions hav e 
improv ed 
dram atically . 
Shamefu l 
conditions still ex ist in some indu stries and 
they mu st be relentlessly ex posed. Bu t for 
most people, gains hav e been impressiv e. 
Work begins later and retirement comes 
earlier, cu tting 10 to 15 y ears off the 
working life. In 1949 , 61 per cent of ou r 
workers got paid v acations of two weeks; 
by 197 2, 87 per cent got paid v acations of 
fou r weeks or more. 


K*" What of the poor? Since 19 59 ,'pov erty 
has been cu t in half; the percentage of 
families below the pov erty line has

from

cent. 
Su bstandard hou sing fell from 16 to 7 per 
cent.

Meanwhile, food stamps, 
rent su pplements and health care make 
pov erty less the Dickensian horror of old.

nex t 10 y ears 
By 1984, pollu tion control operation and 
maintenance costs alone will be ru nning at 
$20 billion a y ear and new capital spending 
at $10 billion Those costs will be passed on 
to the consu mer 
These are conserv ativ e estimates, based 
on stu dies at the Env ironmental Protection 
Agency . They do not inclu de the cost to 
manu factu rers of comply ing with state, 
cou nty and city laws And they do not 
inclu de the cost to owners for anti- 
pollu lion dev ices on au tomobiles. These 
items will also add billions to the total. 


We shall pay other prices, too. 


Anti-pollu tion 
regu lations 
reportedly 
hav e cau sed the closing of 69 plants and the 
loss of 12,000 jobs. Officials say m ost, 
closings were not du e solely to gov ernment- 
imposed anti-pollu tion costs. Rather, they 
claim the plants were ty pically small, old 
and marginal Bu t all the same, these 
produ cers were largely in primary metals, 
paper, food produ cts and chemicals, where 
produ ction shortages contribu te heav ily to 
inflation 


Another 81 plants and 44.008 additional 
jobs are threatened in companies which 
now calcu late they cannot afford to meet 
the added costs of ex pensiv e equ ipment for 
holding down pollu tion. These companies, 
too. are in the basic indu stries. 


This is bu t the beginning Thou gh the 
federal gov ernment’s driv e for clean air 
' and water has been in operation for some 
y ears, it is now mov ing into high gear so 
that the worst is y et to come. 


This is only a part of the story . 


More seriou s than plant closings is the 
negativ e effect of anti-pollu tion regu lation 
costs on indu stry ’s ex pansion plans, 


F^rodu cers of alu minu m, coke, glass, 
i r on. 
and 
s t e e l , 
ferrosili’c on, 
petrochemicals, salt, stainless steel, soda 
ash and titaniu m report they hav e cu t back 
sharply on programs to increase ou tpu t 
when faced by the cost of meeting 
env ironmental regu lations. 


Ironically , these produ cts comprise a 
good 
chu nk 
of 
those 
the 
federal 
gov ernment is attempting to promote in 
order to knock ou t inflation and to improv e 
employ ment. 


Bu t 
there 
is 
more. 
The 
legal 
maneu v ering and licensing battles ov er 
env ironmental requ irements are holding 
back the bu ilding of nu clear power sy stems 
and the conv ersion of oil-bu rning electric 
power plants to coal — both in accord with 
President Ford’s attempts to redu ce ou r 
dependence on the world petroleu m cartel. 


All this is not to argu e against a cleanu p 
of the env ironment. Rather, it is to v ote for 
common sense in ou r approach and it is to 
say that if we want pu rer air and water, we 
mu st be prepared to pay the price.

Plans to fight back 


ST. LOUIS (APi — Former 
Missouri (iov. Warren F. 
Hearnes. the subject of in­ 
vestigations by the U S. at­ 
torney’s office and a federal 
grand jury in Kansas City, 
says he is gojng to fight back. 


Hearnes Wednesday chal­ 
lenged the U.S. Attorney's of­ 
fice to a televised debate 
Hearnes specifically ac­ 
cused Paul A. WTiite. assis­ 
tant U.S. attorney, of leaking 
information to newsmen in an 
attempt to discredit him and 
his admini.stration 
“ I’ve had two years of this 
and I’m very tired of it.” said 
Hearnes. 
“It’s tough when 
you can’t fight back.” 
White is in charge of a 
federal probe into possible 
corruption during Hearnes’ 
administration. The former 
governor is also being in­ 
vestigated by a federal grand 
jury, which earlier this week 
subpoenaed records dealing 
with his financial affairs with 
a St. Louis brokerage firm. 
" I ’m getting tired of them 


leaking information to the 
newspapers in order to infer 
something was wrong with 
my administration. ” said 
Hearnes. who has expres.sed 
interest in running for the 
l^S. Scmate in 1976. 
“1 want to meet them face 
to face where the public can 
see. and not behind the cloak 
of a grand jury. ” 
White refused to comment 
on Hearnes' challenge or ac­ 
cusations. 
The grand jury is expt‘cted 
to seek .$190.(KK) that banker 
Norman Barken of Clayton 
was accused of taking from a 
bank where he was an of­ 
ficer. 
Barken, who pleaded guilty

ByJOHN CUN N IFF 
AP Bnsiims Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) - Many 
banies have declined to become 
retail merchants of gold bull­ 
ion, some of them stating they 
preferred simply to observe the 
market before assaying it to be 
a rash or a rush 
.Judging from an analysis in

Week, the economists at First 
National City Bank, which has 
declined to retail gold, have al­ 
ready made their declaration 
There are two pq)uLar argu­ 
ments for holding gold, they 
say, the primary one being the 
assumption that inflation is the 


eternal enemy As inflation per­ 
sists, this argument assumes, 
gold will soar, maybe to $400 
an ounce 
Scrutinized, 
the 
argument 
doesn’t hold up, the economists 
.say 
Gold has not been the 
h^ge against inflation that 
many assume it has been Its 
record is lackluster 
Before 1968 the price was 
locked to a .stipulated amount 
of currency, so that its value 
declined as the purchasing pow­ 
er of the currency declined It 
depreciated as the currency 
depreciated 
Between 1933, when President 
Franklin D Roosevelt changed 


the price of gold from $20 67 to 
$35 a troy ounce, and 1968, 
when a free market was estab­ 
lished, consumer prices rose 
168 per cent, but the price of 
gold remained the same 
Gold, therefore, failed as a 
hedge 
against 
rising 
prices 
from 1933 to 1968 
Beginning in 1968, however, 
gold was freed to seek its mar­ 
ket pric*e, based on supply and 
demand. Since then it has risen 
in price, in the past two years 
by 145 per cent. But so have 
silver pric*es. And many com­ 
modities have risen even more 
The second argument for 
having your private gold hoard 


is the danger of depression and 
possible collapse of the political 
system, a fear felt strongly in 
the past by many Europeans 
The economists’ response to 
this assumption has two parts; 


gains will abound for those few 
lucky enough to have cash ” 


1. If depression, widespread 
bankruptcy and deflation are 
the order of the day, but the 
political system holds up — and 
with it the currency — the best 
thing to hold is cash or govern­ 
ment securities 


2 It IS only when a political 
system collapses and its cur­ 
rency ceases to be accepted, 
the economists state, that a 
gold hoard would pay off But 
maybe it wouldn’t either 


Why? Because the value of 
everything else — commodities, 
art, jewelry, land - will fall 
relative to money, “ and bar- 


Why*!* In a collapse, it is like­ 
ly that bullion in a vault would 
be unclaimable. For practical 
purposes it probably would be 
worthless to the owner, at least 
immediately 


you can get at it But then, in 
order to protect the gain in 
relative wealth one sustains 
from holding gold as the world 
collapses, an additional pur­ 
chase is necessary 
“ An automatic weapon and 
several thousand rounds of am­ 
munition 


The thing to have in the 
event of collapse, they say, is 
gold buried in the cellar, where

SEATTLE (AP) - Dr. Wal- 
ter Heller, former chairman of 
the President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, says he ex­ 
pects President Ford to suggest 
an income tax cut early this 
year.
